CuLTURE.—Pole Beans are even more sensitive to cold and wet, as well as to drought and 
hot winds, than the dwarf varieties, but are of superior quality and productiveness. After 
settled warm weather, set poles 4 to 8 feet long in rows 4 feet apart and extending north and 
south, the poles being 3 feet apart in the row. Let the poles slant slightly toward the north. 
Set in this way the vines cling better, and the pods are straighter and more easily seen. 
Around each hill plant fiveto eight Beans 2 inches deep. When well started thin to four plants, 
and see that they all climb around the pole in the same way, for they will not grow if tied up 
in the opposite direction. Another plan is to plant in rows thickly enough so that there will 
be oneplantto8ori1oinches Set postss feet high firmly at each end of the rowsand drive stakes 
made of 2x2 lumber at intervals of 16 feet along the rows. Stretch a wire, size number Io or 
12, between posts along each row, and fasten it to the tops of the stakes in the row with wire 
staples. Runa light wire or twine along the row about 6 inches from the ground and fasten 
to the posts and stakes with wire staples. Tie twine to the wire above and the wire or twine 
below, wherever there isa plant. The vines will run up these until they reach the top wire, 
when they will care for themselves. Another way is to omit the bottom wire and stick small 
stakes 2 to 6 inches in the soil and fasten to the top wire.

CuLTuRE.—Sow the seed (which is slow to germinate) in shallow boxes, or in a finely prepared 
seed-bed out-of-doors, in straight rows, so that the small plants may be kept free from weeds. See 
to it that the seed is not covered too deep, and that the bed is kept moist, almost wet, until the 
seeds germinate, as plenty of moisture is essential to get a satisfactory growth. When about 2 inches 
high, thin out and transplant so that they may stand 3 inches apart, and when the p.ants are 4 inches 
high, cut off the tops, which will cause them to grow Stocky. 

The crop is usually made to succeed some earlier one, but in order to grow good Celery, the 
soil must be made as rich as possible, the essentials to success being very rich soil and plenty of 
water. If good plants are used, they may be set out as late as the middle of August, but the best 
results are usually obtained from setting about the middle of June or the first of July. The most 
desirable time will depend upon local climate, and is that which will bring plants to maturity, 
during cool, moist weather.

CULTURE.—To obtain early Cucumbers, and at the same time ayoid most of the annoyance 
of the striped bug, it isa good plan to plant the seeds about the first of May in frames, without 
much bottom heat. Small sods, turned over, may be placed close together iu the frames, and 
upon these the seeds may be planted; or small pots may be plunged into the soil in the frame, 
and a few seeds placed in each. In three or four weeks these may be transplanted into open 
ground. Set. without disturbing the plants, each piece of sod into hills made 3 or 4 feet apart 
each way. If transplanted in the evening, and one watering given, the plants will not droop 
When the plants have become well started, thin out, leaving four of the strongest in each hill 
Pick all Cucumbers when large enough for use, whether needed or not, for if left on the vine to 
ripen they will cease to be productive. The seeds may be planted in the hills late in May, making 
the crop somewhat later. Use dry plaster or an infusion of powdered white hellebore in wate: 
to destroy the striped bug. For pickles, plant during the last two weeks in June.

CuLTURE.—Sow in early spring, in moist soil, as soon as the weather will permit, in rows 12 inches apart, and cover half an inch deep. If the Onions grow 
too- thick, thin to about an inch apart, or only a few small Onions will be the result. Manure highly (20 loads to the acre being used by market-gardeners with 
profit), and if manure is not plenty, some good phosphate, at the rate of 400 to 800 pounds per acre, will give splendid crops. A top-dressing of wood ashes,

SOIL. A crop of Onions can be grown on any good soil which will produce 
a full crop of corn. We prefer a rich loam with a slight mixture of clay, 
manuring for two years previous; because if a sufficient quantity of manure 
to raise an ordinary soil to a proper degree of fertility is applied at once, it is 
likely to make the Onions soft. The same result will follow if we sow on rank, 
mucky ground. 


MANURING. There is no crop in which a liberal use of manure is more 
essential than in this, and it should be of the best quality, well fermented and 
shoveled over at least twice during the previous summer to kill weed seeds. 
If rank fresh manure is used, it is liable to result in soft bulbs with many 
scallions. 


PREPARATION. Remove all refuse of previous crops in time to complete 
the work before the ground freezes up, and spread the composted manure evenly 
at the rate of about fifty cart-loads to the acre. This should first be cultivated 
in, and then the ground plowed a moderate depth, taking a narrow furrow in 
order to thoroughly mix the manure with the soil. 

SOWING THE SEED. This should be done as soon as the ground can be 
gotten ready, and can be done best by a hand seed-drill. This should be care- 
fully adjusted to sow the desired quantity of seed about one-half inch deep. 
The quantity needed will vary with the soil, the seed used, and the kind of 


Onions desired. Thin seeding gives much larger Onions than thick seeding, 
Four or five pounds per acre is the usual quantity needed to grow large Onions 

CULTIVATION. Give the Onions the first hoeing, just skimming the 
ground between the rows, as soon as they can be seen in the row. Hoe again 
in a few days, after which weeding must be begun. The weeder must work on 
his knees astride the row, stirring the earth to destroy any weeds that have 
just started. At this weeding, or the next, according to size of plants, the 
rows should be thinned, leaving from eight to twelve plants to the foot. In 
ten days or two weeks they will require another hoeing and weeding similar 
to the last. If the work has been thoroughly done at the proper time, the crop 
will not require further care until ready to gather. 

GATHERING. As soonas thetops die and fall, the bulbs should be gath- 
ered into windrows. If the weather is fine they will need no attention while- 
curing. Cut off the tops, when perfectly dry, about half an inch from the bulb. 

It will not do to store Onions in large piles or masses, particularly in warm 
weather, or if they are in the least moist; but if perfectly dry when gathered 
and they are spread not to exceed 2 feet in depth, they can be kept in fine 
condition till spring. Any arrangement will do that will keep them dry and at 
a uniform temperature of about 32° F., or they may be kept frozen, care being 
taken not to disturb them. They should be thawed gradually. Repeated 
freezing and thawing will spoil them.

MANURIAL CROP S For Fodder and Soiling Purposes 


Modern agricultural practice proves that it is far more economical and desirable to grow the nitrogen fertilizer for soil than to attempt 
to produce this in the form of manure, especially on large farms or where much live stock is not kept. The restoration of run-down land by 
means of certain manurial crops is now beyond question. Some of our best agriculturists have fully demonstrated this, and others can 
follow their methods with good results. The farmer who is getting poor yields because of impoverished soil is doing a great injustice to 
himself. Until that soil is properly fed he cannot expect it to bring good returns. The chief thing it needs is organic matter, and if he can- 
not afford to give this in the form of manure, he can at least afford to grow and turn down certain good cover crops for fertilizing or 
manurial purposes. 

Chief among the manurial crops are the legumes or members of the pea and bean family, for the reason that the little nodules or lumps 
of their roots are composed to a great extent of free nitrogen of a kind that is most available for plant growth, and which, when bought 
commercially, will cost the farmer at least fifteen cents per pound. The clovers of various kinds, such as the Mammoth Clover, Red Clover, 
Alfalfa, Alsike and the sweet clovers are beneficial as soi] renewers, and in addition to these there are other members of the great family 
of Leguminosz which have their proper place and should not be ignored. Among these are Cow-Peas, Soy Beans, and in fact peas and 
beans of all kinds, Sand and Spring Vetch, Sainfoin, Kidney Vetch, Yellow Lupine and other Legumes; all these have the power of catching 
the unavailable nitrogen from the atmosphere and transforming it into available form for the necessary plant growth. 

Where soil is even too thin or poor in quality to grow Red Clover, Sand Vetch or Alsike can be started, and after growing these crops 
the Red Clover can be grown with success. Asan orchard cover crop nothing is better than Crimson Clover, which is becoming the most 
satisfactory cover crop for the expert orchardist of this country. The poor man who would enrich his soil should do so, not by expensive 
commercial fertilizers, but by growing vegetation, especially Legumes, and turning this down in such a way as to get the organic matter in 
the soil, and at the same time make use of the plants in this particular family for highly increasing the expensive nitrogen element. If this 
is done, he can then add lime, phosphoric acid in the form of acid phosphate, and potash in the form of Kainit or wood-ashes, and will find 
the soil then to contain fairly well-balanced rations for plant-food.

MAKING AND CARING FOR THE LAWN 


Preparing and Manuring the Ground. In making a new lawn, 
it is desirable that all grading, tree planting and laying out of walks 
and drives should be accomplished first. The ground should be 
thoroughly dug or plowed toa depth of to or 12 inches, after which some 
good fertilizer— pure ground bone being especially reeommended—should 
be applied at the rate of 600 to 800 pounds per acre, according to the 
quality of the soil. The ground should then be well barrowed or raked, 
to reduce it to as fine a condition as possible, as well as to make it level, 
as nothing detracts from the appearance of a lawn as an uneven surface, 

Sowing the Seed, Rolling and Weeding. The best time for 
sowing grass seeds is in Spring, from February to \\ay, or if in Fall, from 
September to November, using on small plots, at the rate of one quart of 
seed to each 15 square feet, and for large lawns golf liuks, tennis, cricket 
and croquet grounds, use at the rate of eighty pounds of seed per acre, 
and for putting greens, roo pounds of seed per acre. After the seed has 
been sown broadcast the ground should be thoroughly rolled: or. on small 
places, beaten with the back of a spade to ‘‘firm’’ the surface and press 
the seed into the soil. Annual weeds, natural to the soil, will appear before 
the young grass becomes established, and an inexperienced person is likely 
ae =e = to conclude that the weeds come from grass seed, but weeds are natural 
= = ees to all soils and always.appear in newly tilled ground ; many of these will 
be destroyed in cutting the grass, and none should be allowed to ripen 

their seeds. 

This should be done either in the spring 
or early fall, by raking the soil where bare spots occur, and sowing seed 
on same, taking care that seed is not covered too deep, and also to either roll or pat the surface smooth with a shovel.

Annual Flowers, such as Sweet Alyssum, Calliopsis, Calendula, Marigold, Mignonette, Nasturtiums, 


etc., sow directly out-of-doors when danger from frost is past in the position where they are intended to flower. The ground should be dug and raked fine on 
the surface, sowing the seeds evenly and thinly either in lines or beds, covering not over four times their size, and firming the soil over them. For those which 
should be started indoors, such as Heliotrope, Celosia, Lobelia, Salvia, Vinca, Verbena, etc.,the best plan is to sow in boxes, which should be filled to the 
depth of an inch with broken pots, coal ashes or any rough material that will furnish perfect drainage. The upper inch should be nicely sifted soil, composed, 
if possible, of about one-third each sand, leaf-mold and light garden loam. Press firmly and evenly,and water thoroughly the day before sowing. Sow theseeds 


thinly over the surface, covering about one-eighth of an inch and pressing firmly, cover with a pane of glass to pre- 


vent too rapid evaporation of the moisture, and keep in 


fully as needed. The importance of uniform attention to this detail is one that can only be learned by experience 


and observation.
